On the 1 1 th February, 1978, Constable Manohar Lai was 
on patrol duty near Filin istan Cinema when his attention 
wn.7 drawn to a hue and cry raised by people because 
floondns brandishing knives were trying to attack them. He 
saw two youngmen running from the scene with open 
daggci s. It was about 3.45 PM but none of the people 
had Ihe coumgc to chase the goondas. Constable Manohar 
Lai challenged them and ran after them. Knowing that 
Lhey ^ ere desperadoes, in utter disregard of this own safety* 
he gave chu-SE.. The goondas brandished a dagger at him 
and threatened thr.t they would do him to death- Despite 
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this threat. Constable Manohar Lai kept up the chase and 
over-powered one of them, His associate, however, stabbed 
Constable Manohar La] inA the abdomen. Despite this he 
made a desperate bid to hold on to the miscreant, but the 
miscreants managed to free himself from the grip of the 
Constable and fled away. The Constable fell unconscious 
and was icmoved to the Willingdon Hospital where he suc- 
cumbed to his injuries on 15th February, 1978. One of the 
accused was apprehended later on. 

Constable Manohar Lai displayed exemplary courage, 
gallantry and devotion to duty of a very high order in the 
face of imminent danger. He sacrificed his life in order 
to apprehend desperate anti-social elements.

On 
the 2nd July, 1978 when Shri Abbasali Mohmadali alonjj / 
with a notorious bully and six other persons attacked ShrJ 
Krimali’s house with axes, spears, knives, lathis, etc. Shri 
Amjat Kalu Malek immediately rushed to the back door of 
the house which was under attack, He yarned the assai- 
lants to disperse but they did not pay any heed, instead 
they attacked the Head Constable with an axe. The Head 
Constable averted the axe blow with the help of his rifle, 
Shri Amjat Kalu then gave a last warning to the assailants 
to> disperse. They however retreated into lane and took 
shelter in the house of one Kadarali Jivanall. The notorious 
bully Vasava took shelter in another place. Shri Amjat 
Kalu Malek continued to follow the accused. Suddenly 
Vasava came out of the house and gave two knife blows to 
Shri Amjat Kalu Malek, one on the forehead and the other 
in the stomach. Shri Amjat Kalu was seriously injured and 
even 'hough he was struggling for life he fired two rounds 
at Vasava and killed him on the spot. Shri Amjat Kalu 
Malek lateT on succumbed to his injuries in the hospital.

At about 11 A. M. on the 12th December, 1975 infor- 
mation was received by Shri G. K. Grover Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Police that Gopi Kachift notorious dftcoit along- 
with other * members of his gang was hiding in a sugarcane 
field near Chaurangahar village, Bah Police Circle, Agra 
District. Shri Grover immediately collected the available 
police force and rushed to the spot. The police force was 
divided into three parties, headed by the Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Polite himself, Shri Satyavir Singh Chauhan, 
Station House Officer and Sub-Inspector Shri Raghunath 
Singh. The party led by Shri Raghunath Sing look the 
initiative and started crawling towards the dacoit gan^ to 
take up an advantageous position. Shri Raghunath Singh 
also challenged the criminals to surrender. This was rep- 
lied to with a volley of (Ire. Undaunted Sub-Iuspector 
Raghunath Singh alongwith Constable Jagdish Prasad KuT 
shrestha moved forward to engage the dacoits. Shri Raghu- 
nath Singh was successful in shooting down Gopi Kachi 
but was himself hit and was killed on the spot. The re- 
maining members of the police party continued to fire at 
the dacoits. In the encounter. Constable Tagdish Prasad 
Kulshrestha showed exemplary courage and shot down Gaya 
Ram Kachi, the Chief Lieutenant of the Gopi Kachi gang.

In the forenoon 
of 3rd March, 1977, a large crowd had assembled at Nakhas 
when groups of Sunnis from different parts of the city started 
arriving there. It was alleged by them that brick-bats were 
hurled on them from the houses of the Shia community situ- 
ated around the area. The Sunnis scattered and entered into 
the lanes and by-lanes and tried to enter the Shia houses. 
Shri Amar Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police who was 
incharge of that zone, immediately rushed to the scene along- 
v/ifh a Head Constable and five Constables to prevent the 
crowd. As a result of his tactful kiuidlim: s’ffiation, 

brickbatting was checked While i'.’- f n ■ :es. he 

received injuries on his forehead and s\u.c ') l.ei .‘a Pc*', he 
was informed that some of the trouble-makers had entered 
Shia houses in the locality and had broken open the doors 
of five of them. Shri Amar Singh immediately rushed to the 
rescue of these persons. One of the rioters attempted to stab 
Shri Amar Singh with a knife but Shri Amar Singh snatched 
the knife.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . 

On the night of the 15th /l 6th November, 1977, an armed 
gang of dacoits raided the house of Shri Chhedi Lai in Uttari 
village, Bilhaur Police Station of Kanpur District. They beat 
up and tortured the inmates of the house and killed one boy 
?iTid one girl aged 18 and 17 years respectively who tried to 
resist. On hearing the gun-shots, Shri Udaibir Singh, Head 
Constable along with two constables rushed to the scene of 
the incident but when he found it difficult to face the heavily 
armed dacoits. he rushed: towards the Grand Trunk Road to 
seek assistance. Shri Bishram Singh, Company Commander 
of Provincial Armed Constabulary, Kanpur happened to pass 
that way on th’e G.T, Road. He was stopped by the HeaS 
Constable and was informed about the commission of the 
dacoity. Shri Bishram Singh immediately rushed to the 
village along with his men. The Police force was divided 
into three parties. Shri Bishram Singh headed the poliefc 
party and proceeded towards the main door of the house 
He attempted to climb the stairs but the dacoits spotted him 
and fired at him. Shri Bishram Singh however escaped being 
hit. In the meantime, he noticed 5 dacoits on the roof of 
the adjoining house who appeared to be busy in collecting 
the looted property. Undaunted by the indiscriminate firing 
by the dacoits, Shri Bishram Singh climbed on to the roof 
along with two constables. One of the dacoits fired at him 
but he again escaped being hurt. Shri Bishram Singh was

able to take a tactical position behind the wall of the stair- 
case. He fired at the daeoits with bis rifle and kilted the 
leader of the gang. I wo more daeoits were also killed in 
the encounter. 

In this encounter Shri Bishram Singh, Company Commander 
exhibited exemplary courage, conspicuous gallantry and devo- 
tion to duty inspite of imminent danger to his own life,

Subject ; Grant of Petroleum Exploration Licence for 
Karwar structure area measuring 513 aq. kma. 

No. 120 12/8 /79-Prod. — In cxcicise of the powers con- 
ferred by clause (i) of sub-rule (1) of rule 5 of the 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Rules. 1959, the Ccntrul Govern- 
ment hereby grants to the Oil & Natural Gas Commission, 
Tel Bhavan, Dchradun (hereinafter referred to as Commis- 
sion) a Petroleum Exploration l icence to prospect for 
Petroleum for one year from 7th April, 1979 in Karwar 
structure (offshore) area measuring 513 sq. kms, the parti- 
culars of which arc given in Schedule ‘A 1 annexed hereto. 

The Grant of Licence is subject to the terms and condi- 
tions mentioned below. 

(a) The Exploration Licence should be in respect of 
Petroleum, 

(b) If any minerals are found during the exploration 
work, the Commission should bring that to the notice of 
the Central Government with full particulars thereof. 

(c) Royalty (at the rates mentioned below shall be 
charged. 

(i) Rs. 42/- per metric tonne or such rates as may 
be fixed by the Central Government from time 
to time on all crude oil and casing head conden- 
sate. 


(d) The Commission shall, within the first 30 days of 

every month, furnish to the Central Government, a full 
proper return showing the quantity and gross value of all 
crude oil casing head condensate and natural gas obtained 
during the preceeding month in pursuance of the licence. 

The return shall be in the form given in Schedule 'B* 
annexed hereto. 

(e) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 6,000/- 
as security as required by xnle 11 of the PNG Rules, 1959. 

(f) The Commission shall pay every year a fee in res- 
pect of the licence calculated at the following rates for each 
square kilometer or party thereof covered by the licence, 

(i) Rs. 4/- for the first year of the licence; 

(ii) Rs. 20/- for the second year of the licence; 

(iii) Rs. 100/- for the third year of the licence; 

(iv) Rs. 200/- for the fourth year of the licence; 

(v) Rs. 300/- for the first and second year of rene- 
wal. 

(g) The Commission shall be at liberty to determine the 
relinquishing of any part of the area covered by the 
exploration licence by giving not less than two month’s 
notice in writing to the Central Government as required 
by sub-rule (3) of rule 11 of the Petroleum and Natural 
Gas Rules, 1959, 

(h) The Commission shall immediately on demand submit 
to the Central Government confidentially a full report of 
the geological data of all the minerals found during the 
exploration of oil and natural gas and shall submit without 
fail every six months the results of all operations, boring and 
exploration to the Central Government. 


(i) The Commjiwion shall take preventive measure* 
against the hazard of fire under sea b*d and/or on the 
surface and shall keep such equipment, supplies and mefcms 
to extinguish the fire tat all times and shall pay such com- 
pensation to third party and/or Government as may be 
determined in case of demage due to the fire. 


(j) This exploration Licence shall be subject to the pro-

(il) In case of natural gas at such rates as may be (Ic) The Commission shall execute a deed of the Petro- 

flxed by the Cetnral Government from time to leum exploitation licence in the form applicable to offshore 

umc - areas as approved by the Central Government.
